Tuls should not have been permitted,
but it 18 now too late to remedy 1t It 18 not oo
Jate to prevent the further lnvasion of the ploza
and to walntain the semblanee of an adequate
approach to the new statlon; and the members
of the Board of Trustees will assume a grave
responsibility If they yleld to even a part of the
demands of the Brooklyn Helghts Company.
We recognize the lwportance of bringing trol-
ley-car passengers  reasonably  close  to the
HBridge, lllll It has heen shown more than onee
that this ean be done withont trenching on the
plaza.  Although overshadowed by elevated rall-
rond tracks and bridges, what remalns of the
plaza is decidedly well worth preserving, thongh
at present It Is so clutterad with materlals For the
Bridge station that no fale fdea of it ean be ob-
tained, It will be an outrage upon the rlights of
the people of Brooklyn, who have  Invested
£1,000,600 in this plaza, If it I8 glven over in part
to a trolley company willing to pay the paltry
rental of $2,000 o year. They might as well T
asked to permit a trolley-car stand In Oty Hall
Square or Prospect Park. If the Rrooklyn tris-
tees act together they can defeat this scheme,

CLERICAL REACTION IN AUSTRILY,

Qeldom has there been between the two st
tons of the Dual Monarchy so great a contrast
in political, soclal and religlons affalrs as that
which s now presented. In the Trans-Loelthian
kingdowm, wo liave just had ocenslon 1o
poconl, a vast revelution has been offected in
the direetion of eivil and religlons lberty.  In
fact. all distinetions of ehureh and ereedd have
heent nbolished, and  Christisn and  Hebrew,
Protestant and Catholie, nre now equal before
the Jaw. In the Cis-ladthlan empire o almost
cptially great revolution is belng effected, bt in
the conteary direction, toward religlous desput-
fsm. It began In some of the large provineial
towns, sueh as Salzburg, Graz, Troppa, Linz
and Relehenberg. Now it bas Involved Vienna
ftelf even more completely, and threatens 1o
extend theonghont all Austria, It @s not too
el to say that it is franght with ominous sig-
nificanee, not only for Austria, but for the unjon
of the mwonarchy, and for the malntenance uf
the Triple Alllanee and the status quo in Europe.

The Anti-Semite party has swept Viennn in
the municlpal eleetions, That s the salient
fact in the case. It has secured a two-thirds
majority of the City Counell by a more than
twothinds mujority of the popular vote.  For
six years, therefore, Karl Lilger—a sort of Aus-
trian Bonlanger—will be the Chief Muaglstrate
of that capital, with an freesistible majority at
his back, and with the besom of an almost In-
ersdibly reactlonary programme in his hamds,
That prograwme s, in the Hrst place, anti-
Tewish, It provides that ali Jews shall be ex-
pefled and exeluded from the municipal serviee;
that no Jews ghall he allowsd to make contracts
with the munfefpal government, and that all
el eontracts now existing shall he ocaneelled,
anl that the pmblie schools, which are sup-
ported by a general tax, shall no longer he open
1 Jewlsh ehildren, That is the policy which
the government of Vienna will heneeforth pur
spe toward o people who form one-tenth of the
popnilation and pay one-thied of the taxes of the

s

city.

That, however, is not all. The programme I8
not werely anti-lewish, It 08 ultea-elerieal all
arend, It proposes too put Protestnts under
e Lan almost as much as the Jews, No miore
Protestant  teachers will be allowedd In the
setools, and the whale system of publie instrie-
tlon will be put Into the hands of the Roman
Catholie elergy as completely as 1t was before
thie Tleral Tegislation of 1808, Thar will e the
ense in Vienna, amd liegely throughout Austria,
for the example of the capital is belng fmitated
far and wide. No wonder Dr. Richter says the
Vienoa election was only the predude to a great
etrigele, In which the real leader on the Anti-
Semite slde will be not Dr. Liiger, but a far
more exalted and Dmportant personage, who s

MONEY AND RUSINESS.

Actual business Includes three  things—the
ordera or purchases which sustaln future pro-
duetion, the delivery and tranportation of prod-
uots, and the payments for past purchases and
production,  The payments through eclearing-
honges In October have averaged daily 245 per
rent mare than last year, but 6.4 per cent leas
than In 1892, The transportation of products js
indieated by rallroad earnings, which have been
for the firat week of October 6.3 per cent more
than last vear, but only a few roads repopted;
in September they were 4.2 per cont larger than
last vear and 10.8 per eent less than In 1592
The new orders are at present smaller than last
venr or in any year of falr prosperity, and quite
a numhber of worlks have stopped, while many
others are operating In advance of ordera in
the hope that a better demand will appear here-
after.

This hope s necessarily modlfied by the state
ef prices, which have advanced in every diree-
tinn mors for materlals than for goods. Cot-
ton goods have heen rising every week, but ars
anly 25.2 per cent higher than In March, while
cotton after sgome decline s stlll 82.2 per cent
higher. Hides ross 80 per cent before the yield-
ing began, leather 50 per cent, and boots and
shoes 40 per cent In the sams time. Bessemer
plg at Pittsburg rose 76 per cent before it began
to fall, stesl beams 33 per cent, and stesal ralls
26 per cent during the same time. Cotton s
vielding a lttle, plg Iron conslderably, and
hides and leather materlally, and those who
produce without orders have (o take materials
on a falling market when they are neverthe.
